I believe that these 
c l aij » error, arose a. a result of a combination of «y lack: of 
expert!., in the 1^1 interpretation of claims and my reliance 
on the original working attorney to appreciate the full .cope 
of tlx invention.

7. 1 first learned of claiming errors, which make the 
,,78 patent partly inoperative, in Octaber-aoven*- 1993 in 
response to a request that I review the patent. 

8. Since I have no legal expertise, 1 principally 
supported preparation of the application for the .78 patent by 
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reviewing the description in the specification for general 
clarity, technical accuracy, and completeness of the 
disclosure. I reviewed the claims as filed for the '978 patent 
primarily with reliance on the working attorney in the choice 
of claim language which would properly define the invention. 

9. The following are specifically identified as claiming 
errors: 

A. All of the original '976 patent claims are directed 
to a packet-based telecommunications network as a whole. 

I believe broadened claims for the invention aa applied 
either at a sending node or a destination node are justified by 
the invention of the '978 patent. 

Hew claims 11, 13-15, 19, and 24-27 are broadened to 
recite only a source node apparatus or method. Hew claims 12, 
16-18/ 20, and 28 are broadened to recite only a destination 
node apparatus or mat hod. 

B. Hone of the original '978 patent claims are broadly 
directed to the invention apparatus and/ or method in 
correspondence to broad aspects of the text in the summary of 
the Invention of the '978 patent. 

The invention is summarised, in part, in column 3, linee 
52-67 of the original '978 patent, as follows* 

la accordance with the present invention, the 
number of bits required to represent the 
Dumber of network oleck eyeles within that 
tine interval is substantially reduced. This 
is possible through the realisation that the 
actual number of network dock cycles, M 
(where M is not necessarily an integer), 
deviates from a nominal known number of cyclss 
by a calculable deviation that is a function 
of H, the frequencies of the network and 
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service clock., and the tolerance of the 
service clock. Specifically, therefore, 
rather than transmitting a digital 
representation of the quantized actual number 
of Network clock cycles within the interval, 
onlvVrepreeentatlon of that number as it 
Silts within a defined window grounding an 
expected, or nominal, number of network clock 
pSaee ie transmitted f rem a source node to a 
destination node in an MM network. 

Hew network combination claims 21-23 and 29-32 and the new 
ending node and deetination noda claims 16-20 and 24-28 are 
broadened to recite broad aspects of the invention ae described 
in the text of the Summary of the Invention. Claims 16-18 
include a quantised difference within a defined time window, 
claims 19-32 include, in apparatus or method format, a 
deviation of determined network clock cyclee (in a defined time 
interval) from a nominal number of network clock cycles for the 

time interval. 

C. Hone of the original '978 patent claims recite a 
.pecif ic numeric value for the modular counting or the feature 
of carryover of any fraction in the modulo count in any on. 
counting period to the next counting period. 

Hew independent claim. 11, 14, and dependent claim 27, 
while broadened La other aspect., recite or correepond to a 
aodalax counting value of 1«. Hew claim 32 depends from 
broadened claim 29 and recites the carryover feature. 

I hereby declare that all statement, made herein of my own 
knowledge are true and that all statements made on information 
and belief are believed to be true, and further that these 
statement, were made with the knowledge that willful f else 
statement, and the like eo made are puni-habl. by fine or 
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imprisonment, or both, under Section 1001 of Title 18 of the 
United States Code and that such willful false statements may 
jeopardize the validity of the application or any patent issued 
thereon.
